Sisters of Mercy 
Observing 100th 
Anniversary Here 


One hundred years ago. Saturday. 
December 12, the Sisters of Mercy, 
a branch of which is in charge of 
St. Francis Xavier's parochial school 
here, was 
founded 
by Catherine 
Elizabeth McAuley. 
No special observance will be held 
here in connection with the centen­ 
nial anniversary although 
special 
prayers and private services have 
been 
conducted by , the various 
branches during the week. 
The Sisters of Mercy have been 
in charge of 
the school 
work in 
Gettysburg for eleven years having 
succeeded the Sisters of 
Charity, 
whose motherhouse is 
located 
at 
Emmitsburg. 
Pope Pius XI. through the Apos­ 
tolic delegate, the most Reverend 
Pietro 
Fumasoni-Biondi, sent to 
every member of the order in this 
country, his blessing in recognition 
of the centennial anniversary. 
Born in Ireland 
Catherine Elizabeth McAuley, the 
founder of the order, was born in 
1787 of an Irish Catholic family of 
high station which eventually, with 
the exception of 
Catherine, 
em­ 
braced Protestation). 
Shortly after 
she was admitted to 
the Catholic 
church site began 
her 
charitable 
work of visiting the sick and leeding 
and instructing the poof. 
In 1827 
she opened an institution tor des­ 
titute women and orphans and the 
intention was that it should be ad­ 
ministered by 
a secular 
society 
of women. 
In 1828 Miss McAuley 
and 
her 
two associates adopted a distinctive 
form of dress and chose the name 
of “Sisters of Mercy.” 
Later they 
announced their intention 
of be­ 
coming a religious rather than a 
secular congregation 
On December 
12. 
1831, the 
three 
women 
re­ 
ceived the habit and 
pronounced 
their vow's. 
The first bouse of 
mercy 
w'as 
founded In Dublin. The order came 
to the new world In 1842 and opened 
a convent ut St. John’s. Newfound­ 
land. Tile following year the first 
foundation in the United States 
was established at Pittsburgh. The 
order has since grown to 30,000 
members conducting hospitals and 
schools in 35 states. 
One 
of the 
most prominent hospitals is Mercy 
hospital in Baltimore.
